DENVER—(AP)-The co- 
ordinating committee of the 
22 oil unions on strike in the 
oil industry has agreed to at- 
tend a meeting before the 
Wage Stabilization Board 
(WSB) May 13. 


WSB Chairman Nathan P. Fein- 


singer in Washington, D. C., yes- 
terday asked for an end to the 
strike and renewal of bargaining. 


This opened the way for specu- 


lation that the WSB, which never 
handles a case when a strike is in 
progress, will turn the oil dispute 
back to President Truman, who 
will be faced with the problem of 
whether to invoke the Taft-Hartley 
law. This could bring about an in- 
junction barring further striking. 


Truman Could Act 


If the strike continues to threaten 


oil supplies needed 
by 
armed 


forces, the president could set up 
a fact-finding board as the first 
step toward an 80-day no-strike in- 
junction under the Taft-Hartley 
law. 


As the strike entered its eighth 


day today with oil refining capac- 
ity reduced by a third, the effects 
were becoming more serious. 


'Military aviation has been .cur- 


tailed and a 30 per cent reduction 
in aviation gasoline supplies for 
commercial and private flyers was 
ordered.

• SAN FRANCISCO — (AP) -The 
quadrennial general conference of 
the Methodist church in the last 
session of a 14-day^meeting voted 
last night to continue the no smok- 
ing pledge required of ministerial 
candidates. 
It also voted against 


giving full ministerial rights to 
women. 


• From a survey commission re- 
port on overhauling church struc- 
ture, the conference chose the least 
controversial parts and ordered 
them enacted. It agreed to redraw 
the organization of the 40,000 local 
churches, making an expanded of- 
ficial board the administrative au- 
thority in each. 


The delegates from some 25 


countries passed resolutions calling 
for elimination of racial discrim- 
nation and censuring the unoffi- 
cial Methodist-. Federation for So- 
cial Action. They agreed 
that 


negro churches might join white 
jurisdictions if all parties consent- 
ed. They decided unordained pas- 
tors could administer the sacra- 
ments only if they were studying 
for ordination. 


To run church agencies until the 


quadrennial conference of 1956. 


Alelcgates voted a record general 
Tiudget of 11 million dollars for 
each of the next four years. 


The conference voted against giv- 


ing full clergy rights to women.

First Had Nine 


At that time it had nine mem- 


bers: Three from organized labor, 
three from industry, and three rep- 
resenting the public. It soon be- 
came clear the nine didn't get 
along well together. 


This was revealed when the 


board tried to work out a formula 
controlling wage increases to keep 
them in line with living costs and 
prices. On Feb. 15, 1951, the board 
said raises would be limited to 10 
per cent.

Got Steel Issue 


Nevertheless, the board rocked

Some weeks later the board—but 


not the industry,, members—recom- 
mended a healthy wage increase 
for the union, plus other benefits 
and the union shop. That was the 
start of all that has happened since. 


The mill owners, who said they 


couldn't afford the wage raise 
without a price increase of about 
$12 a ton, reacted violently against 
WSB and the powers it had. 
s Congressional critics, of whom 
there were plenty, did the same. 


The upshot: Demands in con- 


gress that the board be stripped 
of its new power and reduced to 
what it was in the fall of 1950— 
simply an agency for sitting on 
wages with no authority to settle 
disputes.

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Government of Law, Not Men 
Is Fairest Protection for All 


In this mixed up world, where so much stress is laid upon 


words for their effect and so relatively little upon truth, it 
probably ought to be no great surprise that a good many 
American workers have a distorted notion of what the courts 
are for. 


The other day a laborer, asked what he thought of Fed- 


eral Judge Pine, who ruled that the president had no power 
to seize the steel mills, declared: "For my money, he's a Bene- 
dict Arnold." What he meant, of course, was that the judge 
had been a traitor to labor's cause. 


This reaction was fairly typical of at least a considerable 


segment of the working force. For the average union man 
has been well schooled in the attitude that "you're either 
for us or against us.'1 


With this over-simplified outlook—one incidentally that 


is not confined to labor—Pine's decision naturally would be 
weighed in only the narrowest terms of labor's gain or loss. 
» 
* 
* 


What workingmen with such a view fail to grasp, and 


their leaders do nothing to help on this score, is that Pine 
never gave a moment's thought to the merits of the steel un- 
ion's case against the industry. He was not supposed to. 


Pine was merely trying to decide whether the president' 


had acted within his powers under the constitution, or had 
not. That the Supreme Court has agreed to review the case 
is evidence that the issue is important to the future freedom 
of every American. 


. In deciding against the president, Pine was not acting 


against labor. He was just interpreting the constitution the 
way he sees it. That is his bounden duty. 


. Does any sensible laboring man believe in his heart that 


a judge should weigh the merits of the steel union's case, 
find them high, and then interpret the constitution in a man- 
ner favorable to labor 
• • • 


The man who believes that is saying the end justifies the 


means. In other words, if labor is right in this instance (and 
that of course frag not been accepted), then let labor be 
served promptly—regardless of the effect upon the country's 
constitution with its guarantees of individual freedom and 
justice. 


The courts of the United States were established to in- 


terpret the laws and to protect the nation and the men living 
under them. They were not set up to give advantage to a 
particular part of society at the expense of any other—or at 
the expense of all men's future freedom. - 


The man who thinks the court should be his ally in the 


1952 steel wage dispute, or any similar specific controversy, 
does not really want a government of law but a government 
of men. 


If not his leaders, then can't someone else explain to him 


that he would find a government of men satisfactory only 
so long as the "men" at its head happened to be his friends? 
A government of law should be the friend of all men and 
enemy of none.

By Removing Completely

Hemorrhoids, or piles, are en- 


larged veins which develop at on 
near the outlet of the rectum.

At 
first, the enlargements appear and 
disappear. They may come on 
gradually or suddenly. A special 
strain, such as lifting, or a bad 
attack of constipation can bring 
sudden trouble. 


Blockage of the flow of blood 


through the hemorrhoidal veins 
favors the development of piles.

childbirth, long continued severe 
coughing, the muscular strain of 
heavy lifting or athletics, and con- 
stipation are common. 


Often the first symptom is the 


presence of blood on the otiside 
of the stool without pain.

Bleeding is usually slight at first, 
but con get so bad that it can cause 
anemia.

Settle Card Rules Peacefully 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


What should you do when one of 


the players in your Canasta game 
does something that seems to be 
against the rules? First make sure 
that a rule really has been broken. 
Then try to settle the matter in the 
spirit' of justice and friendship. 


The rule book exists to help you 


solve this kind of problem. There 
is never any difficulty when every- 
body in the game is reasonably 
familiar with the rules and is will- 
ing to abide by the rule book. 


Your problem is much 
more 


difficult when nobody in the game 
knows the rules well, especially 
when everybody la willing to argue 
for hours about what the rules 
really mean. In a case of this sort, 
forget about the rule book and set- 
tle the argument by tossing a coin. 


That will save hours of debate 


and possibly some hurt feelings. 
Nobody can really quarrel with a 
coin for coming down heads in- 
stead of tails. 


This advice will sound silly to 


people who take games seriously 
I wouldn't dream of settling any 
point by tossing a coin, nor would 
any other serious card player. But 
the world is full of charming peo- 
ple who don't give a hoot about the 
official interpretation of Law 27 
or any such technical business. 
I'm lucky enough to have many 
such friends, and I wouldn't dream 
of getting "technical" with them. 


Many people write to me to say 


that so-and-so occurred in their 
game, and that <hey settled the 
matter in such-and-such a way.

Burke Worked Two Fears on* 
Grip To Be Straight Off Tee

Golf's Newest Star 


When Jimmy Dcmaret took me 


on my first tour in 1941, I was far 
from being straight off the tee a 
good deal of the time. I was mak- 
ing a basic mistake. My grip, per- 
haps the most important funda- 
mental, was wrong. 


I never saw a good golfer with 


a poor grip. 


My left hand was being carried 


well over on the shaft. On the ad- 
dress, I could see all my knuckles. 
The result was a big hook, and I 
spent half of my life in the rough 
on the left of the fairway. 


Demaret noticed this, and taught 


me to carry my left hand more 
on top of the shaft, so that only 
one or two knuckles are' visible 
on the address. This is the grip 
that was used by Walter Hagen, 
Harry Cooper, Byron Nelson and 
most of the great shotmakers. 


I worked two years ironing the 


kinks out of my grip to be straight 
off the tee. 


Hand action is the cause of trou- 


ble in your swing about 9fl per 
cent of the time. If you are off 
your game, look to your hands. 


Maybe you're gripping the club 


too firmly with the right hand. 


Perhaps your hands and fore- 


arms are not coordinated. That 
will throw the hips, shoulders and 
pivot out of skelter. 


If the hands and forearms do 


their work properly, timing will 
be correct. 


So if your game is off 
check 


your grip and hand action before 
doing anything else. 


Break down your stroke and
